We 
can't shower in orbit—the 
water floats around and gets 
into everything. So we use 
special liquid soap and 
shampoo that you don't have 
to rinse off.

WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 27 

I've discovered a great way to 
eat.

It doesn't feel like 
eating upside down because 
there's no gravity. 

THURSDAY, OCTOBER 28 
I'm getting used to working in 
space. On Earth, if you drop a 
pen, it falls to the floor, so you 
look for it there.

It's 
drifting—so slowly you don't 
notice it. You spend a lot of time 
looking for your pen before 
getting back to work.

SUNDAY, OCTOBER 31 
I spent five hours in the Lower 
Body Negative Pressure Device 
today. It sounds scary, but it's 
basically like half a sleeping 
bag with a vacuum attached. In 
space, your body pushes blood 
up into your chest and head. 
The negative pressure device 
forces blood back into your legs, 
so you won't get lightheaded 
when you return to Earth. 

For Halloween, we blew up an 
inflatable jack-o'-lantern.

MONDAY, NOVEMBER 1 
Landing went great! The light 
show was terrific as we went 
through the atmosphere—fire 
all around the windows.

LJ|-}Olly can't believe she's here. After entering 
Habitat, the high-tech copy of NASA's 
future space station, she's fitted for her flight suit 
and assigned to a sleeping bay. Tomorrow, her 
astronaut training begins. 

Holly is 10 years old, and she's just arrived at 
Space Camp in Huntsville, Alabama. Every year 
from February to December, kids from all over the 
world meet at Space Camp to become astronauts 
for five days. The training is intense—but so is the 
d^atemerO A 

^\rst, Hflly is a|Rg^ed to \teajn. Ov|rthe next 
few days, her team goes through basic astronaut 
training. They get up at 6 a.m. for exercises, then 
leam to build working rockets and to track 
satellites on computers. After the basics, they train 
for their one-hour simulated space shuttle 
mission. 

For the mission, Holly's team is divided into two 
six-member crews: Mission Control and Flight 
Crew. Mission Control stays on the "ground," 
tracking the shuttle with a bank of computers and 
guiding the astronauts through the mission. The 
Flight Crew is made up of the shuttle pilot, a flight 
comfnander and four scientists. The pilot and 
flight commander run the shuttle while the 
scientists perform experiments. 

All the team members study hard for their 
roles. On mission day, they put on their flight 
suits. The Flight Crew enters Space Camp's model 
of the shuttle Columbia. Mission Control sits at 
their computers. The shuttle makes a deafening 
roar at liftoff, and inside, chairs vibrate and floors 
shake. Even though the shuttle never leaves the 
ground, everything seems totally real. And the 
crew has to deal with two unplanned 
"emergencies" (like a fuel leak in one of the 
engines) before they can return to Earth. When 
they complete the mission, they feel like they've 
been to space and back! 
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, YP ou're in your shuttle seat, 
watching the Earth fall 
away as the craft roars into 
space. Boom! An 
engine explodes! 
With just seconds to 
disaster, you snuff 
out the fire and 
restore calm. But 
wait—the computers 
have crashed. 

You've lost toucji

Control! 

Easy, chief. This 
disastrous trip is 
only a test inside a 
shuttle simulator. It's just one of 
the ways astronauts practice for 
space missions.

the jet takes off and does a series 
of high-speed climbs and dives 
over the Gulf of Mexico.

Of course, that doesn't 
give you much time to 
practice jumping into your 
space suit. But astronauts 
have been known to float 
around inside the jet, 
bounce off its padded walls, 
or compete to see who can 
do the most flips. Sometimes 
they pour a drink out oV a 
container, and as the weightless 
liquid floats in the air, they try to 
stick straws in the jiggling globs 
and take a drink. 

But heads up! When you hear 
a bell ring, you only have a few 
seconds before the plane levels 
out and you hit gravity. More 
than one astronaut has landed 
on his head after goofing around 
and ignoring the warning bell. 

ALMOST THE REAL THING 

Only the best students from 
candidate school begin formal 
astronaut training. If you make 


hurl into weightlessness by 
taking trips on a KC-135 jet- 
better known as the Vomit 
Comet, because more than half 
the people who ride the plane 
can't stomach it. It's easy to see 
why: After you climb on board, 

















the final cut, you get to work on 
the simulator—the most realistic 
part of training. You lie back in 
your seat, feel the shaking of a 
launch and hear the roar of 
liftoff. As the "flight" continues, 
you see stars and Earth out the 
window. Astronaut Parazynski 
claims that a simulated shuttle 
ride is so much like the real deal 
that when astronauts go on their 
first real flight, they often feel as 
if they've been in space before. 

"But the simulators are geared 
to give you the worst day 
imaginable," says Parazynski. 
"Just when you think you have 
one problem handled, the 
instructors throw you two more." 
In fact, astronauts often say their 
actual flights were dull compared 
to the hectic simulators. 

SURVIVAL TRAINING 

Astronauts even learn survival 
techniques in case they have to 
bail out over water or a jungle. 
Astronauts used to tromp 
through Guatemalan jungles 
and Mexican deserts, catching 
and roasting iguanas for dinner 
(mmmmm, pass the salt). But 
today the training's more 



relaxed. Crews learn about 
survival in a Washington state 
forest. Between learning to catch 
fish and make tents out of 
parachutes, astronauts have 
been known to sneak in a few 
donuts and S'mores—in case 
they can't find berries, of course. 

If all this makes you stoked 
about space, you're not alone. "I
